Paris. Aug. lft.-Willlam Jennings 
Bryan to-day gave out a statement 
concerning a controversy respecting the 
Illinois Democratic National Commit¬ 
teeman. The controversy has grown 
out of Mr. Bryan's letter demanding the 
resignation of National Committeeman 
Roger Sullivan, to which demand Mr 
Sullivan returned a prompt refusal 
stating that Mr. Bryan had been misin¬ 
formed respecting the situation by Mr. 
Dunlap. 

Mr. Bryan's rejoinder says that no 
one but himself Is responsible for the 
Information contained in bis letter and 
that he had intended to ask Mr. Sulli¬ 
van to resign before he should sc»e Mr. 
Dunlap. Mr. Bryan added: 

"I entered into this contest because 
I believed that Roger Sullivan and 
John Hopkins had deliberately robbed 
the Democrats of Illinois of their po¬ 
litical right and I still believe so. To 
secure the political power by force or 
by fraud ought to be as disgraceful In 
the eyes of the public as to secure 
money by force or fraud. I cannot con¬ 
ceive of any plausible defense which 
Mr. 8ulltvan can make for remaining 
on the National Committee. If the 
body Is unable to rid Itself of the lead¬ 
ership of men like Sullivan, who seek 

or¬ 
der to advance their corporate inter¬ 
ests, It might us well dissolve. While 
I was anxious to give Sullivan a 
chance to retire without a tight. It Is 
probably Just as well that he refused, 
for If we must fight to purify the par¬ 
ty organisation, the sooner It begins 
the better.”

The controversy between Mr. Bryan 
and Mr. 8ulllvan grows out of a con- 
teat for seats lr . the N tonal Demo¬ 
cratic Convention at St. Louis In 1904, 
when against the protest of Mr. Bryan 
the Illinois delegation, led by Messrs.

SULLIVAN’S STATEMENT. 

Says That Mr. Bryan Has Been 
Misinformed. 

Chicago, Aug. 18.—National Commit¬ 
teeman Sullivan, when Interviewed In 
regard to Mr. Bryan's latest utterances, 
declared to-day there was no truth In 
them. 

"Mr. Bryan got all of his information 
from Mr. Dunlap, and is doing what 
Mr. Dunlap wants him to do. All the 
Information he has about the Illinois 
situation he has received from Dunlap 
and Thompson.

Mr. Sullivan referred to a letter 
which he said Mr. Bryan had written 
to former Congressman Caldwell, of 
the Springfield district.

Dunlap. That letter, sold Mr. Sullivan, 
was proof of his assertions.

The Woman’s Career. 


Mme. Dlss deBar has been knowrn 
under many names In the Untied States 
and Great Brit sin. but her greatest no¬ 
toriety was achieved as the perpetrator 
of a so-called spiritualistic deception 
by which Luther R. Marsh, of New 
York, was In his old age stripped of his 
fortune he had accumulated in the 
practice of law. Though claiming to 
be the daughter of King Louts I. of 
Bavaria and Lola Montex. she was in 
fact the daughter of Prof. John C. F. 
Saloman. once of Washin gton and later 
of Kentucky. Her home was in Louis¬ 
ville for many years. 

Bho becani* the wife of Gen. Joseph 
H. Dlss deBar In' the seventies, and 
later traveled about the country rep¬ 
resenting herself as the personification 
of occult powers and the revealer of 
hidden truths, spiritualistic and other, 
and In this way while living In Wash¬ 
ington Square. New York, she met 
Marsh and by means of alleged spirit 
materializations and spirit-painted pic¬ 
tures so Infatuated him that he gave 
her large sums of money and deeded to 
her his home In Madison avenue. About 
this time Gen 


her from the practice of fraud. In 1399 
sh© was run out of New Orleans, with 
Theodore Jackson, whose wife she then 
said she was. A year later they turned 
up In Capetown, Bouth Africa, where 
Mme. Dlss deBar called herself Helena 
and Jackson called himself Hnros. Oc¬ 
cultism and hypnotic performances 
were the order there, and one of her 
South African dupes, a wealthy con¬ 
tractor. gave money to the woman 
to establish a colony of brotherly love. 
Soon afterward the pair went to Lon¬ 
don .where they promoted the Theo¬ 
cratic Unity organization, scandals In 
connection with which led to her arrest 
in September. 1901. The trial, which 
was continued at Intervals through 
three months, developed facts of such a 
loathsome character that several Lon¬ 
don papers excluded from their columns 

all reports of the proceedings in court.

Revolting Conduct. 

Mr. Justice Blgham summed up 
strongly against the prisoners, saying 
it was difficult to conceive of more re¬ 
volting and abominable conduct than 
that which hail been attributed to 
them. The Jury quickly returned a ver- 
diet of guilty, whereupon the Justice 
sentenced Jackson to fifteen years 
penal servitude and his reputed wife 
to seven years* penal servitude.

Of¬ 
ficials decided to wait and allow Chi¬ 
solm to return voluntarily. When ho 
stepped from th© tram this morning 
he was confronted by the Federal offi¬ 
cials and several directors of the bank. 
He at first stoutly denied all knowdedgu 
of any shortage, but later in the pres¬ 
ence of the directors made a full con¬ 
fession. 

W. P. G- Harding, president of the 
First National, made a statement dur¬ 
ing the afternoon to the effect that 
the bank would not loss the whole 
amount, nnd that it would not affect 
the institution. The bank has a capital 
of $1,000,000 and a surplus of $4u0.000. 
When Chisolm was arrested $3,000 was 
taken from his suit case. He was 
bonded by one of the targe bond com¬ 
panies for $30,000. The difference be¬ 
tween these amounts and the shortage

Houston, Tex.. Aug. 13.—The faction 
of Texas Republicans known as the 
••reorganized** will hold its convention 
here to-morrow. About a hundred dele 
gates have arrived. A full State ticket 
will be nominated and resolution# will 
be adopted denunciatory of the regular 
Republican convention at El Paso. The 
principal mutter will be the organisa¬ 
tion of a State Executive Committee 
and the election of a State chairman. 
Dr Acheron, of Denison, will probably 
be chosen a# the head of the committee. 
Dr. Ache#on to-dny stated that the re¬ 
organised movement would receive tho 
Indorsement of Secretary Taft, which 
hv regarded a# of the highest Import¬ 
ance. 


“But as to his statement that the

“He state# further: The law ex¬ 
cluding Chinese from the United States 
and its possessions was passed in 
March, 1903.* 

“This is another one of Mr. Shouts' 
absurdities, for no such law was passed 
at the time stated by him. The law 
of April. 1902. being an amendment of 
the law of 1886 for the exclusion of the 
Chinese, contains these words: And 
the same (law of 1883) ve hereby re¬ 
enacted. extended and continued with¬ 
out modification, limitation or condi¬ 
tion • • • and said laws shall also 

apply to the Island territory under the 
Jurisdiction of the United States.* 

“The law of April, 1904, amendatory 
of the law of 1838 and of 1902, re-enacts 
this language and Congress has not 
legislated further upon that subject. 
Does Mr. rihonta contend that the Pan. 
Aina canal is not under the Jurisdic¬ 
tion of the United States?

“For some time previous to my In¬ 
terview with Mr. Fhonts In tbs office 
of the Isthmian Canal Commission, It 
wu« frequently published that he con¬ 
templated employing Chinese In Pan¬ 
ama, and also that h*- did not believe 
that the eight-hour law then applied to 
the Panama canal construction.

Yellow' fever seoms to be stamped 
completely out nnd tho slight outbreak 
of smaJlpox that disturbed Colon re¬ 
cently la fully under control. When It 
conies, however, to labor conditions 
nnd the actual pushing of w*ork on the 
canal itself, conditions are far from 
satisfactory.

has to be removed.

Mr. Hall, she said, had been in poor 
health tor a long time, and was sub¬ 
ject to periods of d*eepondency. But a 
week agM he purchased a bottle of car¬ 
bolic acid, she said, and she took the 
bottle away from him and threw It 
away. 

Dr. Cawaln. after an examination of 
the body, sold he saw no reason to be¬ 
lieve that Mr. HaJl had commuted sut- 
cklo, and attributed the death to nat¬ 
ural causes. Edward J O'Connor, a* t- 
ing Cbroner, later viewed the body and 
determined to investigate the cause of 
death. One of th? City Hospital phy¬ 
sician* probably will conduct a post¬ 
mortem examination to-day. under the 
acting Coroner's directions. 

“There were no evidences of poison¬ 
ing In Mr Hall's death." said Dr. 
Caweln last night, “and no signs of 
carbolic acid. 1 should say that he 
died of apoplexy, but I cannot bo sure 
of that UTiill a post-mortem ex:amlna- 
1 Uon la held.” 

Mr®. Hall raid l&*t night that de- 
' sponderry over Ill-health hat frequent¬ 
ly Ud her husband of late <o threaten 
suicide. 

“R was In the hopes of cheering him 
that I left home this morning to bring 
h's mother to sec* him,” she said. “A 
week ago he bought a bottle of car¬ 
bolic acid at a Market-street drug 
otore, and I found the bottle In one 
of his pockets. He promised that he 
wculd not kill hlmaetf, and I threw 
the battle away." 

Mr. Hail was a journeyman carpen¬ 
ter, but ha*J not engaged In his trade 
recently on account of fcll-heajth. He 
had been at h .:ne for a week prior to 
h;» death. Beaddra his wife he Is sur¬ 
vived by a daughter.

Danville. Ky . Aug. 13 .-[ 8 perlal 1 A 
Jury of Boyle-county citizens to-liy 
had one of the most peculiar and un¬ 
usual case® to decide that h«® ever 
been submitted to a court In Central 
Kentucky. James Spaulding calK’J at 
the Jail Saturday afternoon and re¬ 
quested the Jailer to lock him up. His 
request was complied with and hi* trial 
was set for this afternoon. Spaulding 
took the stand and gave reasons why 
he should be sent to the asylum, or.d 
the Jury took him at his word and ren¬ 
dered an unanimous verdict complying 
wMth his request. 

He said that his mental oonJltion 
Was usually normal and that to-day ms 
mind was undisturbed and that ha *va» 
as rational as any man upon the Jury, 
but that on the other hand insanity 
might break out upon him at any min¬ 
ute, In case of which the disea *e con¬ 
trolled his act®. He said that he burn¬ 
ed the Welsinger barn, near town, 
about ten days ago. but previous to 
that time he had never been overcame 
with any streaks of Insanity, other than 
a desire to burn buildings, and ©>»pi In ¬ 
ly barns, although two yeais .%go, whim 
engaged In the mercantile 1-uSincss at 
Burnside, he took a notion to burn h!s 
store and stock of goods, ami the J*- 
sire became so Intense that he w»t 
forced to sell his business «n rito 
prohibit himself from touching the 
torch to It. 

He thought it would do Min good to 
engage in farming, and to *hat end he 
purchased a nice farm near Danville, 
and soon ufter took up the Nncy-lbat 
he must burn alt the Darns in the 
neighborhood. During the past w *sx he 
stated that the awful Idea had corns 
to him to kill his wife, three tuglit 
little children, and then burn his resi¬ 
dence and commit suicide. He «nld 
that he loved his family, and thn*. ;» 
had been a great difficulty for hhn to 
prevent himself from commit*Ing Lie 
awful deed at times, when the defire 
reached its height. He further aluted 
that the spells were growing so much 
more Intense that he knew he would 

carry out hi® desires, If left free, and 
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New York. Aug. 13 All to-day com¬ 
plications growing out of opposing or¬ 
ders and opinion® by public and by 
corporation official®, and disorder, 
which at time* threatened to grow 
acute, owing to the determination of 
the people, marked the situation In 
Brooklyn arising from the decision by 
Supreme Court Justice Gaynor on Sji- 
urday that the Brooklyn Rapid Tran¬ 
sit Company ha® not a right to charge 
a double fare of ten cent® to Coney 
Island. Conditions are not much clear¬ 
er to-night than they were yesterday, 
though far more quiet, owing to the 
activity of thq police and lesa travel. 
Borough PreallTent Bird S. Coler Is¬ 
sued & public statement during the 
day advising persons to pay but a 
single fare for a ride from points In 
Brooklyn Borough to Coney Island, and 
the police in the affected district were 
ordered to be ready to quell any fresh 
disturbances. Meantime acting Police 
CommlSfrtoner Waldo revoked permits 
empowering the company to employ 
special policemen to assist the regular 
men of the company to put off It® cars 
persons who resisted any demands for 
the extra fare. Commissioner Waldo 
declared that the ruling of Justice 
Guy nor would be enforced, and any 
roughness toward passengers by com¬ 
pany representatives would meet with 
arrests. This was offset and compli¬ 
cated to gome extent by acting Mayor 
McGowan later in the day, after a con¬ 
ference between him and Corporation 
Counsel Delaney, that th© Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company had the right 
to refuse to carry persona who refused 
to pay a far©, and the company's em¬ 
ployes might use force. If need be. In 
case of resistance. J. F. Calderwooa. 
vice prosldt-nt and general manager of 
th© company, backed up this opinion 
by a statement that business would be 
done **in the sam© old way, 

Tnl® afternoon the company's em¬ 
ployes again began halting cars whon- 
©v©r second fares were not forthcom¬ 
ing from passing era, and demanding 
their payment. Several affrays oc¬ 
curred. and there were some arrest*. 
Numerous threats were made against 
the company, and In some Instances 
stones were thrown at cars and com¬ 
pany employ©*, but by this evening 
serious trouble w*as regarded as im¬ 
probable. It wns thought the whole 
question would resolve Itself into litiga¬ 
tion to fore© the company to charge 
only a single faro.

Chinese Labor at Panama. 

The statement that Chinese labor 
will be employed on the Panama canal, 
with such evidence of authority as 
seems to carry with It conviction a* to 
it* truth, affords another illustration of 
the lack of uny well defined status a* 
to the true relation which the zone 
bears to the United States. At one 
« lime regulations are announced in 
which the canal route Is treated as 
Federal territory to which the laws of 
the United States apply and at an¬ 
other as if It were not. By the treaty 
between the United States and the Re¬ 
public of Panama signed at Washington 
. November 18, 1903, the latter Power 
granted -to the United Slates In per- 
* petulty the use. occupation and control 
of a sone of land and land under water, 
for the construction, maintenance, op¬ 
eration. sanitation and protection of a 
canal, of the width of ten miles, ex¬ 
tending to the distance of five miles on 
each side of the center line of the route 
of the canal to be constructed. It also 
granted to the United States in per- 
petyity the use, occupation and control 
of any other lands and waters outside 
of the zone which might be necessary 
and convenient for the construction or 
maintenance of the canal. 

In the succeeding article of the 
treaty, in order further to fix the 
tenure by which the lands so designat¬ 
ed should be held by the United States, 
tt Is stated that ull the rights, powers 
and authority in respect to said lands 
are thereby granted which the United 
States would possess und exercise if it 
were “sovereign of the territory with¬ 
in which said lands and waters are lo¬ 
cated to the entire exclusion of the ex¬ 
ercise by the Republic of Panama of 
any such sovereign rights, power or 
authority." This would seem to vest 
in the Federal Government a power 
quite as paramount as that it exercises 
over any territory within the boundary 
of the United Elates. In tho debate 
upon the first bill for the government of 
the xono in the first session of the 
Fifty-eighth Congress following this 
treaty, this question was very fully 
discussed and there was developed a 
general consensus of opinion as to the 
sovereignly of the Federal Government 
over the territory. Us right to transfer 
It by sale or otherwise being cited as 
evidence of its paramount tenure and 
control. 

If this position be true, then the Fed¬ 
eral laws apply to the sone as well as 
to the States and Territories. But with 
a perversity which seems Inherent as to 
everything affecting the canal or the 
Isthmian zone. It has been the practice 
to construe tho status of this territory, 
the use of which was acquired by the 
treaty, as alien or domestic, according 
to the particular question involved. 
When, for instance, it was proposed to 
buy supplies from foreign countries, 
/roe of duty, as being obtainable 8t 
cheaper prices than American products 
under tariff productions, the zone tvua 
treated as Federal territory, and the 
same rule of purchase applied os for 
the purchase of similar goods In this 
country. On the other hand, when the 
supply of labor 1* considered, the posi¬ 
tion Is now taken that Chinese may be 
employed, and tho zona Is treated as 
extra-territorial and not subject to the 
law of Chtneso exclusion. 

Other instances of similar contrariety 


of construction might be cited showing 
the latitude taken In regard to a ques¬ 
tion of law. as to which there ought 
to be no difference of opinion, as well 
as to matters of minor Importance 
wherein the decision of the commis¬ 
sion or chief engineer is paramount. 
Many of these questions are of them¬ 
selves of little consequence, but there 
Is every reason why the same rule of 
construction should bo applied in all 
cases, great or small. But as to the 
question of employing Chinese labor 
within the Jurisdiction of the 
United States, as the zone certain¬ 
ly is. there are reasons why great cau¬ 
tion should be taken against the pos¬ 
sibility of error, either In construction 
or policy. It wgs decided as to the 
Philippines in accordance with the 
Federal exclusion act. saving the coun¬ 
try from a dangerous complication. To 
go counter to this decision as to the 
Isthmus would not only show* lack of 
unity as to principle, but might be 
full of future trouble to this country. 


Roosevelt, Bryan and Democracy. 

The Washington Post, quoting from 
wbat it calls certain “personal and po¬ 
litical friends of Mr. Bryan.** to the ef¬ 
fect that “he talks too much," and not¬ 
ing the wish of ex-Senator Manderson. 
who is assuredly not a friend, “that he 
would write and talk less,'* takes issue 
with the Springfield Republican that 
“even this peril is no longer considered 
serious,'* answering the Republican’s 
query, “How can It be. in view of Mr. 
Roosevelt's extraordinary loquacity on 
every conceivable subject ^ince he be¬ 
come PresidentT* with the following 
touching the President’s disposition to 
talk out In meeting: 

“Before and since Mr. Roosevelt be¬ 
came President he has talked with 
tongue and pen on almost Innumerable 
themes hi morula, sociology, religion and 
politics. With a Tranknoss unexampled In 
the career of any statesman, successful or 
unsuccessful, he tms talked about pretty 
nearly every subject of Interest that came 
In hla way. Indeed, he has occasionally 
reached far ogt of ht» regular orbit for 
a topic. Ho has demonstrated that ‘pop¬ 
ularity could thrive on continuous and 
Unending talk.* It Is altogether likely that 
the deluge of extracts from hla deliver¬ 
ances. which was hurled at him in the 
alleged campaign of 1904. actually added 
to the amazing total of his majority. But 
with ail the seeming Indifference of Mr. 
Roosevelt as to the effect of his utter¬ 
ances. there has generally been a shrewd 
admixture of discretion.'* 

What the Post here calls “discretion" 
in Mr. Roosevelt, might be described by 
a more rigid and exacting criticism un¬ 
der a different classification; for. as our 
much-esteemed Washington contempo¬ 
rary shows, the President never allows 
the talk of yesterday, the promise for 
to-morrow, to interfere with the talk, 
or the exigency, of to-day, suiting him¬ 
self from hour to hour with- the con¬ 
venience of the moment. 

Having thus disposed of Mr Roose¬ 
velt, the Post turns to Mr. Bryan and 
proceeds to remark as follows: 

“Mr. Bryan's talk conspicuously lacks 
discretion, and is characterized by a re¬ 
dundancy of capacity to exasperate those 
whom it would be advisable for him to 
conciliate. Within the last few days he 
has handed out to the bolters of 1896 and 
1901 an Intimation that If they come bark 
they must com© to him, must admit that 
he was right as to the silver Issue and 
find no fault with his continuous devotion 
to that malodorous cadaver. The part 
taken by Mr. Bryan In 1900 in virtually 
forcing a reaffirmation of 16 to 1 down 
the throats of a large majority of the 
Democratic voters would have been Im¬ 
possible for a discreet politician." 

It Is not generally understood that 
Mr. John Roll McLean Is preyed upon 
by a consuming affection for Mr. Will¬ 
iam Jennings Bryan; but Mr. Bryan's 
ungracious reference to those Demo¬ 
crats who did not support him In 1896- 
most of whom did support him in 1900 
—does not read: and could not offend 
Mr. McLean, who In the former year 
sat on the front scat of the Free Sil¬ 
ver band wagon, nor. In the latter, oc¬ 
cupied a back seat; In other word*. 
Mr. Bryan could not have meant Mr 
McLean. If hs had tho Courier-Jour¬ 
nal In mind, or those who generally 
think and act with the Courier-Jour¬ 
nal—which we take leave to doubt—he 
might have spared himself a fling cal¬ 
culated to do more execution at the 


breech than at tho muzzle. In cose Mr. 
Bryan Is ever elected President It will 
have to be by the votes of thousands 
of citizens who, in his former contests, 
helped to defeat hltn. 

Few of these, we may be sure, will 
have changed their opinion In the mat¬ 
ter of Free Silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1. They will vote for Mr. Bryan, if 
at all. upon no consideration of per¬ 
sonal like, or dislike, but because pub¬ 
lic conditions b&ve so changed a* to 
make him tho representative of the 
enlightened volition of the time; of a 
much-needed change of parties In the 
conduct of affairs;-of the recovery of tho 
possession of their Government ty the 
people from the hand* of nhe machine 
ipoliticians: of the readjustment not only 
of the Tariff Schedules, but of the re¬ 
lations of th*> people to the parties 
and the parties to tho State. To ac¬ 
cept Mr. Bryan versus Mr. Taft, or 
Mr. Root, or Mr. Fairbanks—even more 
verms Mr. Roosevelt—involves no oth¬ 
er preference than me belief that Mr. 
Bryan may be depended on to may the 
onward sweep of Federal Centraliza¬ 
tion and political absolutism embodied 
by all the Republican leaders and 
policies. 

One need not In 1908 “love" Mr. Bry- 
aq any more than Mr. McLean “loves" 
him, to support him heartily. Assuredly 
the Courier-Journal cares very little 
about him as an Individual atom be¬ 
yond the belief that he Is perhaps a* 
trustworthy as the average professional 
politician. This is only to say that like 
Mr. Roosevelt, who at least is a cloun. 
upright man with good Intentions for 
his country after ho has served his 
friend* and himself. Mr. Bryan trill 
bear watching. 

We heroize not any sun of man bom 
of woman and tempted by ambition. 
Moral forces and organized ideas alone 
appeal to us. Wo opposed Mr. Bryan In 
1696 earnestly. Wo opposed him honest¬ 
ly. If ever a uowspaper was vindicated 
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by event* the Courier-Journal has bc^n 
vindicated, each and all of Its conten¬ 
tions borne out by the development*, 
both economic and political, of the last 
ten years. We gave hitu a qualified sup¬ 
port In 19C0; that Is. we repudiated part 
of the Platform and wont the Ticket. 
Wo have nothing to regret except a 
party breach which should nerver have 
boon mode upon a money ratio. 

We wnnt nothing of Mr. Bryan ex¬ 
cept good leading. The Courier-Journal 
gives, it does not solicit, or receive. If 
these ten years have not added to his 
“wisdom; If one Journey half and an¬ 
other all around the world have not in¬ 
creased his Intellectuuj perspective; if 
two campaigns and two defeats for the 
Presidency have not enlarged his mind 
and amplified his soul. In a planner 
completing his education, then we, at 
least, shall be sadly disappointed in 
his lack of growth. We are disposed to 
believe, however, that he has broadened 
and heightened, and that he will rise to 
the opportunity and the duty of not 
only leading a reunited party to vic¬ 
tory, but of bringing to that party such 
accessions from the ranks of the enemy 
us are Indispensable to success. Let us 
repeat, that personal like, or dislike— 
as far as we are concerned—has noth¬ 
ing whatever to do with this. 

Our esteemed contemporary closes Its 
homily with the following; 

“That ‘thieving tariff* In the bright lex¬ 
icon of CoL Wattenton means any tariff 
not druwn on free-trade lines. Of course, 
slavery is a dead tssua. dead as the dust 
of Abel. and. In a general sense, so is 10 
to 1. But Col. Bryan still adheres to the 
latter and laments that his great work In 
Its behalf was not crowned with success 
In the matter of principle there Is the 
same difference between Col. Bryan and 
the gold-standard Democrats to-day that 
there was In 1*96 when 16 to 1 was a very 
much alive Issue. And wo may add that 
despite tho glaring abuses sheltered In the 
tariff schedules to-day. free trade is as 
dead as is any Issue that lies molderlng 
In tho graveyard of dead Issue*. Tho 
Democratic party cannot possibly be ral¬ 
lied In Congress to the support of a strict¬ 
ly revenue tariff. Does not the Courier- 
Journal know that by this time?” 

The writer of this cannot have 
thought very deeply about 1L 

The outstanding “difference,** if there 
be any, between Mr. Bryan and our¬ 
selves, touching “16 to L” seems to us 
immaterial. It wIU dwindle as we 
proceed. We no longer care a hill of 
beans about the question. If he does, so 
much the worse for him. The “Idea'* 
underlying it was certainly an Irides¬ 
cent dream and is as dead as Julius 
Caesar. Not the Republicans them¬ 
selves can revitalize it, or revamp It 
successfully as a scarecrow. A fool 
here and there may continue to wor¬ 
ship at the shrine of a fetich; perhaps 
some sentimentalist may now and then 
cast a longing, lingering look behind; 
but the great body of the people are, 
and will continue to be. too much en¬ 
gaged with living thoughts and breath¬ 
ing hopes to hanker after the husks of 
disastrous defeat, or to munch the dry- 
bones and dead-languages of fhe grave¬ 
yard through which Democracy has 
been stumbling the last ten years. 

As for Free Trade, who but the Re¬ 
publicans ever harp upon it. what 
Democrat has ever proposed It. and 
why should the Post lug It into suoh a 
connection? 

In 1892. we swept the country upon 
tlic Issue of “a Tariff for Revenue 
Only," that Is, the doctrine that the 
Government has not the right, in 
'equity. or In law. or In wise practice, 
to levy and collect a dollar of taxation 
except for Us own aupporL That the 
party went to pieces when it came in 
was not the fault of the principle, but 
of the leaders. The principle will al¬ 
ways sweep the country when the case 
Is fairly stated and the decks are 
cleared for action. It is Irresistible. 

The Protective Tariff Is the Father 
and Mother of the Trusts. It Is the 
safe refuge of moat of the dishonest 
money-making schemes of the Lobby, 
the source and resource of Criminal 
Wealth. It has no longer one moral leg 
to stand on. The Infant Induatry 
plea, the dignity of American labor 
plea, the steady work and high wages 
plea, will never again suffice to lure 
anybody. There stands the Author of 
our commercialized politics—the Money 
Devil In his most puissant and odious 
aspect*—and. whenever the people can 
get a square whack at him. down he 
will go. 

So. avast there, brother Jack Tar Mc¬ 
Lean; hJtch your trousers and shiver 
your Umber*, and get a move on you; 
Free Trade and Sailors* Rights Is but a 
figure of speech, meaning that the peo¬ 
ple won’t be taxed to support any other 
monopoly than the Government of the 
country; good old Democratic gospel on 
which the party rose to power and to 
which It must recur If It is to cleanse 
the stables at Washington and to have 
a future In the autonomy of the Na¬ 
tion! ________ •

The Cure of Anarchism. 

The address of Secretary Bonaparte 
at Cumberland. Maryland, on “Anarch¬ 
ism and Its Remedy.” Is notable for the 
rather radical remedies which ho pro¬ 
pose*. while repudiating others still 
more radical. It is a very thoughtful 
contribution to the literature of the 
subject, and will command close at¬ 
tention even from those who do not 
fully agree with the speaker. 

We have had three presidents as¬ 
sassinated. Only one of these can be 
said to have fallen a victim to anarch¬ 
ism. The killing of Lincoln grew out 
of the Civil War !u a certain sense, 
but was by no means a logical develop¬ 
ment of it: in part quite the reverse. 
It was the output of a brain quite ex¬ 
treme and abnormal, and yet not crazed 
In tho sense that legal responsibility 
was absent. The killing of Garfield 
was the result of factional hatred, oper¬ 
ating on a mind greatly disordered, and 
yet not Insane In the legal sense 
that forbids responsibility But th* 
slayers of Lincoln and Garfield were 
not anarchists, that Is. they were not 
the foe« of all government, but only 
of the particular rulers whom they as¬ 


sailed. A* Mr Bonaparte correctly 
soys the reasons which induced Czol- 
gosz to kill President McKinley would 
lead to the assassination of any other 
ruler or even of public officer* and emi¬ 
nent men, who are not at the head of 
any nation. Booth and Gulteau violat¬ 
ed the law, but they were not anarch¬ 
ists. Cxolgosz had no enmity against 
McKinley, but killed him simply be¬ 
cause ho was the President of a great 
nation. 

Mr Bonaparte attributes anarchism 
to lwo conditions, the decay of religious 
faith and superficial education. The 
decay of religious faith has not always 
resulted in anarchism. That is only 
one phase of it. Nor have the ages of 
faith been exempt from crimes of the 
most abomhuible character. Undoubt¬ 
edly anarchism comes from the de¬ 
pravity of the human heart, but It is 
only one out of many manifestations of 
It. Nor does education, however super¬ 
ficial produce anarchy. If It be real edu¬ 
cation. The callow theories of superfi¬ 
cial thinkers constitute a sort of edu¬ 
cation that may lead to anarchism, but 
thoso Ideas are not Inculcated In the 
schools. The want of the teaching of 
correct principles may lead to anarch¬ 
ism. but no education, In the proper 
sense of the term, can have that 
effect. 

Secretary Bonaparte make* small ac¬ 
count of the difference between social¬ 
ism and anarchism, it Is claimed by 
socialists that the two systems are 
antipodal, and mutually destructive, 
XIr. Bonaparte thinks they both came 
from the same root. There arc un¬ 
doubtedly a great number of Ideas that 
figure under the general name of social¬ 
ism. In general socialism believes In a 
great deal of government, and anarchy 
Implies no government at all But even 
the anarchist, after the destruction of 
all existing government, looks to the 
arrival of a new social order. The 
socialists generally took to the annihila¬ 
tion of the present social order, that a 
better system may take its place. At 
tho beginning, therefore. In cither case 
there must be a destruction of govern¬ 
ment a j It now exists. Now. no man can 
tell what would succeed the destruction 
of the present social order. The mere 
theoretical differences between the 
theories of the socialist* and anarchist* 
would probably not count for much 
after tho work of destruction was finish¬ 
ed, and the process of reconstruction 
begun. 

XIr. Bonaparte takes strong ground 
agalrurt. the idea that criticism of the 
aots of public men should be prohib¬ 
ited, for fear that It shall lead to as¬ 
sassination. It Is a well-known fact 
that criticism of rulers wa* much 
more bitter in the early days of the 
Republic than it is now. Washington 
and Jefferson and Jackson wore the 
objects of abuse much more violent 
than any that Is now visited upon 
public men. and yet the notion of as¬ 
sassinating them was not entertain¬ 
ed. Criticism of public servants Is 
often unjust, but ft Is norossary that 
the right to criticise should be pre¬ 
served. Intemperate critic lam, says 
Secretary Bonaparte, is never effect¬ 
ive. This may be too brood a state¬ 
ment. but it remaflns true that free 
speech and a free press are indispen¬ 
sable in a republican Government, and 
that while they may be abused, their 
suppression Is liable to abuses that are 
far greater. 

There is no more reas<*n fbr assum¬ 
ing that there is any sure and infal¬ 
lible cure for anarchism than there Is 
that there is such a remedy for theft, 
or any of the other crimes that have 
cursed the world from the beginning 
of Jilstory. But this dotes not mean 
that there is no way of combating it. 
or that it ought not to be fought with 
all the powers which society can right, 
fully array against 1L Mr. • Bonaparte 
believes in strenuous measures to aid 
In rendering it less frequent. Ho be¬ 
lieves In Inflicting the death penalty, 
not only In cases where 11 fo is taken, 
but even when the accused has sought 
to take It. For other cases he advo¬ 
cates a abort imprisonment, supple¬ 
mented by a severe whipping. Then ho 
would irnako It a crime to advise the 
murder orf the Chief Magistrate or the 
overthrow of the Government, whether 
the advice is acted on or not. 8ome of 
these propositions are rather radical, 
and will doubtless lead to some criti¬ 
cism. but it is altogether proper that 
the laws against anarchism be made as 
stringent as prudence and a regard for 
the rights of those unjustly accused 
will Justify. 

Tho Secretary' will hardly meet much 
opposition when he recommends the 
creation of a public opinion that will 
show the Inherent folly of the whole 
anarchistic theory, as he well says 
Cfcvtiljed society is the outcome of 
thousand* of years of strivings. 
Though not perfect, it Is the best that 
human wisdom has been able to devise, 
and the Idea of throwing it away to 
adopt the crazy theories of some man, 
who assumes that he is able to im¬ 
prove upon the wisdom of ages. Is al¬ 
together absurd. 


American and British Railroads. 

The recent railroad accident at Salis¬ 
bury, England, by which twenty-three 
Americans were killed, has led to a 
very thorough discussion of the whole 
question of casualties to travelers upon 
railroad*, both In Great Britain and 
this country. The comparative exemp¬ 
tion from such fatalities In tho former 
country and the greater aggregate loss 
of life In the latter has for some time 
afforded ground for unfavorable com¬ 
parison as to the relative mortality 
from suoh cause in America, with no 
little censure, actual or implied, for the 
apparent recklessness of life upon 
American railroads. Much of this haa 
arisen from the failure to make allow¬ 
ance. in stating the numerical excess 
of such casualties In this country, for 
tho greater mileage of our railroad 
system as compared with that of Great 


Britain. It happens opportunely that. 

by a recent report made to Congress 
by Representative Monroe, of Chicago, 
coreci data appear by which much of 
this alleged railroad mortality charge ! 
against us Is disproved and that, al¬ 
lowing for our great excess of mileage 
and taking tho average losses over a 
period of year*, the United States will 
not be found to have the balance much, 
if at all. against rhein. 

Taking tho length of railroad mileage 
in Great Britain at the close of the 
year 1904. it appears that there were 
only 22.6CO miles, much of which was 
double track. That of the United States 
June 30. 1904. was 212.243, the greater 
part of which was single track, or 
nearly ion ttmes greater than that of 
the United Kingdom. The number of 
persons who were killed in the United 
State* was 10.046. as against 1.158 who 
lost their lives on British tracks. The 
number of injured In the former was 
84.155, and In the latter 18.802. This 
comparative exhibit Is favorable to the 
United States, as both In killed and 
Injured the ratio was much greater In 
proportion to mileage in Great Britain 
than in this country. 

But there are other considerations to 
bo kept in view in making such com¬ 
parison, which, if fairly considered, will 
prove equally favorable to this country 
In explaining the apparently reckless 
sacrifice of life here. The report cited 
divides tho various Slates I into groups 
and finds tho comparison of casualties 
equally favorable to this country. New 
England has a mileage of 8,003 miles, or 
more than one-third that of the United 
Kingdom. Yet the number of persons 
killed in the group was but 8; In the 
United Kingdom 115. The number of 
injured In the former 210. and the latter 
2.669. Group 2. consisting of New York. 
Now Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware 
and Maryland, comprises 23.022 miles 
of railroad, or a little more than the 
British mileage, yet the number killed 
In the former was 113, and the latter 
116; the injured being 2.173 and 2.669 
respectively. And so as to alher groups 
tho comparison was equally favorable 
to American roads. 

This exhibit tending to show how 
much error haa prevailed upon the 
question of relative security to life upon 
British over American roads, while cor¬ 
recting an error long prevalent and uped 
to the discredit of thin country, should 
not tend to lull us into an undue sense 
of security or Into a relaxation of 
our efforts to reduce such mor¬ 
tality to a minimum by further needed 
Improvement*. The claim of greater se¬ 
curity to life on the British roads ha* 
been used as a rebuke to the apparent 
disregard of proper precaution, 
amounting, in n degree, to criminal 
negligence. But with the statistics at 
hand to prove the contrary the mar¬ 
vel seems that, with so much less of 
precaution than is taken In the United 
Kingdom, there should be such relative 
deficit In casualties, and the Inference 
Is fairly deducible that with the 
safeguards uaed here, which are re¬ 
quired there we should have a still 
more favorable exhibit on our side. 

For Instance, one of the great causes 
of mortality on our roads arises from 
the fact that our lines are mainly single 
tracks, while in Great Britain single 
tracks are the exception. This, as all 
will admit, in largety accountable for 
the high rate of niortallty or accidents 
upon our system, while In Great Brit¬ 
ain the danger Is proportionately mini¬ 
mized. Again the British law requires* 
that no railroad shall cross a public 
highway on grade, but must pass It 
either by a bridge or tunnel, Vhlle 
with us theije Is no such precaution. 
In the same way It Is an act of trespass 
In Great Britain for anyone to go upon 
a railway track, while there Is no such 
Inhibition In this country, and while 
stock may with some approach to suc¬ 
cess be fenced off the tracks. It la 
quite Impossible to prevent human be¬ 
ing* from encroaching on them. This 
Is an Important factor to be consid¬ 
ered In summing up the lo»9 of life. 
Notwithstanding this proper study 
of the subject, with the light thus shed 
upon It, the American system of rail¬ 
roads will be found to be steadily Im¬ 
proving in every way. In the better 
construction of roods. In equipment 
as to engines and cars, In growth 
of the block system to Insure agattist 
collisions and In all that pertains to 
the greater safety and comfort of pas¬ 
senger*. With the introduction of steel 
cars and the Instalment of electricity 
as a motive power both these ends will 
be sensibly promoted. 


It Is gratifying to know that as the 
result of a conference between Mayor 
Barth and the* Joint Finance Commit¬ 
tee yesterduy It was decided to pur¬ 
chase seventeen and a half acres in the 
southeastern portion of the city for a 
public park. At first It was proposed 
to buy but five uteres, but In view of 
there being no park In that part of 
the city and the evident need of It, a 
larger space was decided upon. Tho 
cost will be about $50,000, which the 
City Council, upon the recommendation 
of the committee, will readily provide. 
This action will be highly commended, 
not only by the residents of that por¬ 
tion of the city, but by the citizens of 
Louisville generally.

summoned to appear before the Mayor 
next Tuesday to show cause why his 
license should not be revoked. The 
police say suspicion has been directed 
toward Scott's saloon for several weeks, 
but the police wtz unable to find di¬ 
rect evidence that he was selling liquor 
ori Sunday. It is s*ald, however, that 
the officers have now secured proof .that 
while the saloon wus not open, beer 
and whisky had been sold from anoth¬ 
er room in the building. James Scott, 
a former member of the Board of Coun- 
oilmen, wa* the first saloonkeeper III 
Lexington whose license was revoked 
in the present crusade of Sunday clos¬ 
ing. and now a member of the upper 
chamber of the city’s Legislature, and 
ono who voted for the ordinance w hich 
provides for a revocation of licenses. Is 
In danger of Kufferlug the penalty 
which he voted to Impose.

Shckla, 
makes two things come where there 
wa*- but one before and produces other 
thing* from tho empty air. He pours 
water Into space and gets It back again 
In renewed quantities from the same 
source. Bhekla Is a Hindoo fakir, the 
first to come to this country and the 
only on© of the high caate fakirs who 
can do things which seem to ally him 
with His Satanic Majesty. 

The Cari Hagenbeck shows were In 
Louisville yesterday. They gave two 
performances here. At each the tent 
was tilled and when the last tumbler 
had fallen Into the net and the woman 
bad been almost killed turning somer¬ 
saults in an automobile, the crowd filed 
slowly out of the tents anying that they 
had just seen a great circus and no 
one left who was not pleased with the 
show. 

• • • 

New Standard for Circuses. 

The Hagen beck circus has been on 
the road only this season, having been 
organised In Cincinnati last winter, but 
already It has taken the lead In nov¬ 
elty and merit and has Bet a new stand- 
ard for entertainments of this charac¬ 
ter. It has features which other cir¬ 
cuses do not have and which none 
of them has attempted. The main at- 
tiaction Is the wild animals, which are 
trained as only the men from Hagen- 
btek know how to train them. This Is 
only one feature of the circus, but It Is 
the best and Is a whole show In Itself.

He works with 
lions and tigers and leopards and feeds 
them raw meat with his naked hands, 
while the beasts climb over him to 
reach the choice morsels. 

Many of those who went to the show 
yesterday wxpected to see an animal 
show', and were not prepared for a cir¬ 
cus. They saw the animal show, bu: 
they also saw a circus, of which the 
animals were a part. The circus prop¬ 
er Is given In a tent as large a* is car¬ 
ried by any circus in the country. 
Three rings and two platforms are ar¬ 
ranged so that everybody In the tent 
may see some half a dozen acts of th* 
best quality. Most of the time about 
•lx things are going on In each ring 
*nd on each of the platforms.

PANIC ON STREETS OF TOWN. 


London. Ky„ Aug. 13.—pBp«dnL]—A 
street fight occurred here to-day be¬ 
tween several white men on one side 
and Robert Butner. a negro, on the 
other.

Butner and Janies Williams claim 
that the negro asked the white men to 
let him pass, and that they cursed him 
and drew revolvers, and Butner went 
into tho storehouse and was first fired 
on by Johnson as he came to the door. 
The two men who were arrested claim 
that Butner fired first. Butner exe¬ 
cuted a 11,000 bond to appear at the 
examining trial to-morrow. Fully 1,000 
people were here from the country to 
attend a big Republican rally, and the 
streets were thronged with people. A 
panic was caused, which resulted In

APPLEGATE PILES CHARGES

RESULT OF TROUBLE OVER RE¬ 
QUESTED RESIGNATION. 


INVESTIGATION TO BE MADE. 


Frank 11 Applegate, a former mem¬ 
ber of the Jeffersonville police force. 
whs struck In the face by Capt. M. E. 
Ulegg. chief of the department, last 
evening and blood was drawn. Ap- 
plegato At once left the scene of the 
encounter and went to his home. The 
trouble originated over the resignation 
of Applegate, which was tendered July 
9, at tho request of Capt. Clegg, who 
was working under Instruction of the 
Jeffersonville Board of Metropolitan 
Police Commissioners, which consists 
of J. E. Taggart, president, A. I. Frank 
and Capt. J. B. Murphy. 

Capt. Clegg said la*t night that he 
courted the fullest investigation from 
every standpoint and wa* willing to 
abide by any finding the board might 
make. He said that Applegato went to 
the police station last evening and said 
he desired to file charges agatpst him. 
Capt. Clegg said he undertook to ex¬ 
plain to Applegate that he was only 
working under instruction of the board 
In nsking for his resignation, which was 
thought to be a better plan than fil¬ 
ing charges against the former patrol¬ 
man on account of actions that had 
caused considerable comment. Capt. 
Clegg said Applegate than accused the 
members of the board of lying, and 
also called him a liar. The blow then 
was truck. 

Applegate went before President Tag¬ 
gart yesterday afternoon and said he 
desired to file writ ten. charges against 
Capt. Clegg, and was told he would 
have to take the paper to the accused, 
os he w as secretory of the board. Mr. 
Taggart said he did not read the 
charges. He said there would be an 
Investigation, since th© contention hits 
reached such a point. 

The charges that Applegate desired 
to file In brief were that Capt. Clegg 
had been drunk ©very day since April, 
1905: that he had accepted money from 
saloonkeepers in pay for allowing them 
to keep open at restricted times, and 
that on or about April 24, 1905.

SERVICES BY BISHOP McCLOSKEY 


Issues Instructions In Accordance With Orders of His 
Holiness, Pope Pius X. 


FAILED TO CUT WEEDS 

ON PREMISES. 


Th© Right R©v. Willi Utm G©urge 
McOoskey, bishop of th© Catho¬ 
lic dioccs© of Louisville, has Is¬ 
sued two Important orders to 
th© communicants which will become 
effective August 19. The first order la 
In regard to th© prohibition of solos in 
church worship and th© substituting al¬ 
together In Its stead of choral music, or 
what Is termed the Gregorian chant, 
which is in accordance with ;h± itriers 
of Pope Plus X. The second order of 
Hlahop McCloskry Is In regird lo the 
Instruction of the young from the 
catechism. 

Th© order of Bishop McClosk ?y in re¬ 
gard to the substituting of 'he choral 
music for wdiat is termed profane mu¬ 
sic, will create no little coinmetft in the 
musical circle* of Louisville. Th-* Cath¬ 
olic choirs of thla city have l»eca noted 
for their elaborate solo singing, M.d 
many Louisville people attend liie ser¬ 
vices on account of the excellent music. 
In giving the order to do sway with 
profane singing altogether the Pope 
left it discretionary with the bishops 
to say when the order should go Into 
effect In their respective dl«>ccses, but 
he expressed the desire that it be done 
as soon as possible. 

Bishop Mcdoskey is one of the few 
bishops In The United States to carry 
out the Pope's orders. The others are 
waiting until they can replace the young 
women singers with boys and men. The 


substitution of boys for girls In the 
choirs will be done In Louisville. The 
Pope’s order In regard to sacred music 
has been In effect for several months 
In the Dominican church, at 8!xth and 
St. Catherine streets, and has proved 
) satisfactory so far to th© congregation. 
The sacred congregation at Rome sent 
the Dominican fathers a letter of thank* 
i for carrying out the order so soon. The 
Archbishop of New York Issued an or¬ 
der some time ago similar to the one 
Just Issued by Bishop McCloskey. and 
now nil the choirs In New York are 
using the Gregorian chant. No solos 
are permitted. 

The order In regard to Instructions 
| to the young from the catechlam will 
give the priests and teachers of the 
diocese a little more work. The order 
of the Bishop Is ns follows: 

"In accordance with the Encyclical 
of His Holiness. Pope Plus X.. it Is 
ordered that on Sunday. August 19. and 
on ever> f Sunday, non© excepted, all 
parish priests, and generally speaking.

Finns for the ©root Ion of a temporary 
building on tho City Hospital grounds 
dlaciixroii lnliwmaJJy at a moot¬ 
ing of Mayor Fxul C. Barth and mem¬ 
ber.-* of the Joint Finance Commit toe of 
the General Council, held at the City 
Hall yesterday morning at 11 o’clock. 
Owing to the fa-ct tihat there was not 
a quorum present, no definite action 
of any kind was tak'tn. Mayor Barth 
•aid lost night, however, that ho 
would likely >.*U1 another mooting of 
tlm Jed nit Draftee OnmnKtee before 
tho next mooting of the General Coun¬ 
cil. In order that a reoommondaUon for 
the proposed temporary building may 
bo put before tho body lu fhe proper 
Tnanra r. He said there was little doubt 
but what some means could be devised 
foe erecting the tfsipomury building 
wM*>tu any materloJ delay.

Dr. Duncan's Recommendation. 

Nothing particularly now as to the 
need of sepamto wards for consump¬ 
tives at the City Hospital was brought 
out by the investigation of charges 
made against the management. In a 
retort submitted to the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Safety by t>r. Bills Dunam, former 
euporintraident of the City Hospital, In 
1901, he suggested the need for sep¬ 
arate wards or a separate pavilion for 
consumptive's. He culled attention to 
tile foot thit-t since July, 1997; there 
had been n- branch hospital for erm- 
gumptlvee in connection with the Cln- 
clmmd City Hospital, and that much 
good luul resulted. He continued by 
stating that in the past year 147 cases 
of consumption had bit-n treated at the 
Louisville City Hospital, all In the 
public wards, when? the other patient* 
wore more or less exposed to Infection 
from them. He recommended us the 
best remedy tho establishment of a 
branch hospital, but not on the City 
Hoiplttl grounds. Dr. Dunoon also 
auggivted In Ills report that a nurses* 
home be erected on tho hospital 
grounds, and concluded by stating that 
such a home would add very greatly 
to the efficiency of tho training school.

, Dr. Allen's Suggestions. 


Says Denial of Such Privilege to Hotel Proprietors Woul 
Make Law Obnoxious. 


Mayor Paul C. I^arth. when asked 
kist night whether hotel* men who 
served drinks with regular meals Sun¬ 
day would be proceeded against, said 
that he hu»l never opposed such action 
on their part. 

"Thdt would be making the Sunday 
closing law obnoxious," said Mayor 
Barth, ’’and I do not want to do that. 
I consider that while a man Is stop¬ 
ping at a hotel, It Is his home for tho 
time being There an* hundreds of 
private homes In Louisville where wine 
«und othtr liquors arc served with 
meal* It would bo ridiculous to talk 
of stopping this ptuotfoe, and I think 
the hotel guest should enjoy the same 
privilege at rmtU time as Is accorded 
a man in his own private homo." 

"Cmdfvwtxnd me." said Mayor Barth, 
**thttt I am not im favor of hotel pro¬ 


prietors serving their guests with 
drinks on Sunday whenever they call 
for them. 1 don't think they should 
be allowed to serve a drink with an 
order for sandwiches. They can keep 
& supply of liquor In their sideboards 
am! twrv© U at meal time, but at no 
other time." 

James B Smith, oh airman of the 
Board of PubHc Safety, was asked 
yesterday what action would be taken 
against hotel proprietors who serve 
drinks on Sunday with regular meals 

"I suppose* that will be allowable in 
tho future." said Mr. Smith. "The 
Mayor seems to approve ft. and we 
have about eagne to thV conclusion that 
so lung as the privilege Is not abut* J 
no great harm will result. We won't 
stand for drinks with sandwiches, 
though, and before a guest can be serv¬ 
ed with liquor he must order a regular 
meal." 


Four years ago Dr. M. K. Allen, 
Health Officer, in his report, urged the 
necessity for the erection of a hospital 
of sufficient capacity, separate from the 
City Hospital, for the care of patients 
suffering from infectious disease* He 
set forth that the lying-in putients at 
the City Hospital were endangered by 
having infectious diseases Ih the same 
building, especially canes of erysipelas, 
no matter how remote. In his report 
he said that because of the want of 
hospitals for the isolation and treat¬ 
ment of this class of patients, disease 1* 
propagated and disseminated from one 
person to another, and from one family 
to another, thus giving rlso to epidem¬ 
ics which might easily be prevented. 
As a remedy he suggested u hospital 
with separate apartments so that there 
would be no danger of intercommuni¬ 
cation of disease. 

In discussing the proposed temporary 
building for tubercular patients last 
night. Mayor Barth said It could be 
erected at a very small cost. 

"Patients suffering from tuberculosis 
require all the fresh air they can get," 
he said, "and It would not be necessary 
to erect a very substantial building. If 
necessary, a building with canvas top 
could be erected. We already have 
ample ground and the actual cost of 
building and material would be trifling 
This temporary structure could be used 
until the Kentucky Anil-Tuberculosis 
Association puts up Its sanatorium for 
th* treatment of tubercular patient*, 
and then ail each id b<* 

transferred to It.** 


ON SERIOUS CHARGE 


YOUNG MAN ARRESTED LAST 
NIGHT BY DETECTIVES. 


Alleged to Have Cashed Worthless 
Drafts—Family Once Prominent 
Here. 


ORDERS ISSUED FOR FORMATION 

OF GREAT ATLANTIC FLEET 

Will Be Strongest Aggregation of Warships Ever Assem¬ 
bled Under Flag of United States. 


Washington. Aug. 13.—Orders for the 
formation of the Atlantic fleet, to be 
reviowed by President Roosevelt at 
Oyster Bay. September S. were issued 
at the Navy Departnu^nt to-day. The 
President will be aboard tho May¬ 
flower. and Up* fleet which he will re¬ 
view will be the strongest. If not the 
la r g es t. In number* ever assembled 
under the United States flag It will 
consist of 45 vessels carrying 1,178 
guaic«, commanded by 812 officer*, with 
15.235 men. Of the guns 20 are twelve- 
inch. 73 eight-inch. 12 seven-inch, 158 
six-Utch. 06 flve-lnch. 32 four-inch, and 
778 under four-inch. The auxiliary 
and supply ships will carry. In addi¬ 
tion to what Is aboard the warships. 
7,400 tons of coal, 2.5CO tons of provis¬ 
ion*. and 850,000 gallons of water. The 
order of fl«*< as It passe* lu review, 
together with the officers In command 
of the ship* Is os foMowra:

HOURS OF LABOR AND PURCHASING 

POWER OF WAGES FOR YEAR 1905 


Washington, Aug. 13.—A report was 
issued by the Bureau of Labor to-day 
of an Investigation into wages and 
hours of labor in 1906 In the principal 
manufacturing and mechanical Indus¬ 
trie* of tho United States. The report 
gives the average wages and hours of 
labor and the number of employes in 
Identical establishments in b»»th 1804 
and llXis: While the figures presented 
are not exhaustive for *he United 
States, the report says: "It Is believed 
they are fairly representative of the in¬ 
dustries Investigated." 

Continuing, the report says; "The 
results of this investigation show that 
In 1806, roc* average wages per h»*ur 
in tho principal manufacturing and me¬ 
chanical Industries of the country wore 
1.6 per cent higher than In 1804; that 
the average hours of labor per week re¬ 
mained the same as In 1904 and that 
6.3 per cent, more persons were em¬ 
ployed In the establishments Investi¬ 
gated. As there was no reduction In 
the average hours of labor per week the 
average weekly earnings per employe 
were 16 per cent, higher than in 1904. 

As there was an Increase In the num¬ 
ber of employes as well os In the week¬ 
ly earnings per employe there was a 
considerable Increase In the weekly 
earnings of all employes, or. In other 
words, In the* amount of the weekly 
pay roll. This Increase* was 8 per cent, 
in the establishment* Investigated. 

"When the figures of this article re¬ 
lating to wages and hours of labor and 
those of the succeeding article relat¬ 
ing to retail prices of food ar«* brought 
together it is seen that the retail price 
of food, due weight being given to 
the quantity and cost of the different 
commodities consumed wore .6 per cent, 
higher In 1906 than In 1904. 

"As the average wages per hour in¬ 
creased more than tho retail price* of 
food, the purchasing power of wages 
Increased. In 1906 the purchasing power 
of both hourly and weekly wages was 
1 per cent, higher than In 1904. or ex¬ 


pressed In other words one hour's 
wages In 19o5 would purchase 1 ;er 
cent, more food than one hour's wages 
In 1904." 

"The average wages per hour In 1905 
were 18.9 per cent, higher than the 
average for the ten-year period from 
1890 to 1899. Inclusive. The number of 
employed was 33.6 per cent- greater and 
the average hours of labor per week 
were 4.1 per cent, lower. The average 
earnings per week in 1905 were 14 per 
cent, higher than the average earnings 
per week during the ten years from 
1R90 to 1899. The aggregat.? weekly 
earnings of all employes, that Is, the 
total amount of the payrolls, were 52.3 
per cent higher In 1905 than the aver¬ 
age during* the ten-year period named. 

"The retail price of principal ar¬ 
ticles of food, weighted according to 
family consumption, of various articles. 
Wiis 12.4 per cent, higher In 1905 than 
wag the average price for the ten 
years from 1890 to 1899. Compared with 
tho average for the same ten-year pe¬ 
riod, the purchasing power of an hour s 
wages lu 1905 was 6.8 per cent, greater 
and of a week’s wages 1.4 per cent, 
greater, the* increase In purchasing 
power of weekly wages being less than 
Increase In purchasing power of hourly 
wages because of the reduction of the 
hours of labor during the period. 

"The average wage* per hour in 1905 
were 2t.5 per cent, higher than In 1894, 
the year of lowest wages during the 
period covered, and weekly earnings 
were .16.7 per cent, higher. The pur¬ 
chasing power of an hour’s wages was 
greater in 1905 than In any other yenr 
covered by the Investigation, being 7.7 
per cent, greater than In 1894, the year 
of lowest wages, and 1.3 per cent, great¬ 
er than in 1896, the year of lowest retail 
prices. The purchasing power of a 
week’s wages In 1905 was 3.5 per cent, 
greater than In 1894. but 2.7 per cent, 
less than in 1896." 

In making the inquiry the Labor Bu 
reau attempted to cover only those In¬ 
dustries In which the wages paid In tho 
United States in one year were 110.- 
000.000 or over.

Clarence R. Howes, a young man w hose 
family was at on© time prominent in 
Louisville, and who said he lived in 
Hutchinson. Kan., wa* arreted at the 
St Nicholas Hotel !a*t night by De¬ 
tectives Ross and Eftenson, on the 
charge of obtaining money by false pre¬ 
tense-. The complainants are Albert 
E. Phillips, of the Globe Furniture 
Company and Albert C. Hoefflln. one 
of the proprietors of the Center Lunch 
Room on Fifth street. They allege that 
they were obliged to pay two drafts for 
$60 vach. which they endorsed upon 
Howes’ representation that they would 
be honored. 

The draft endorsed by Mr. Phillips 
was drawn upon the account of Ed¬ 
ward Howes, a brother of the accused 
young man. at the City National Bank, 
of Guthrie. Ok!a. t while the other wa* 
drawn on the account of Howes’ 
brothcr-ln-law at the Guthrie National 
Bank, of Guthrie. Okla. The first 
draft was cashed by the Bank of Com¬ 
merce which notified Mr- Phillips that 
the person on whom It was drawn had 
no account at the Guthrie Bank The 
other draft was cashed by another 
Main street hank. 

Howes was taken to the office of 
Capt. Maher, Chief of Detectives, where 
he admitted having obtained the money 
saying that he was Impelled by circum¬ 
stances to resort to that method of 
obtaining It. 

"I was broke and hnrd-up and had to 
have money. 0 he said. 

In searching his pockets the detec¬ 
tives found a.roll of bills and some 
small change amounting to $85 66. 

When seen at the Jail loaf night 
Howes would say but little regarding 
the charges against him. He I* tail 
and of athletic build. 

"I was horn and reared in Louis¬ 
ville" he said. °My father, up to a 
few years ago, was a Methodist minis¬ 
ter here nnd I have lot* of friends In 
the dty who will be surprised to know 
that I am In trouble. The 985 which the 
detectives found on me. I got from a 
friend thl* morning." 

The statement regarding Howes' 
possesion of the money later wa* sub¬ 
stantiated by tho friend. 

*'I gave him $100 this morning be¬ 
lieving that he was In trouble," the 
friend said at the Jail hist night. * I 
have kfiown him since hu was In 
dresses and took his personal check 
for the amount." 

The drafts were cashed about a 
month ago and since that time Howes 
•aid that he had been lo Bllsa, Okla 
trying to fln 1 his brother. H<* hist 
came to I»ulsvllh two w«-*ks ,* 0 . 

Mr. Phillips said hist night that both 


he nnd Mr. HoefTlln had known Howes 
for several years. 

Howes said that his brother Is a 
wealthy ranch owner In Oklahoma. He 
sent several telegrams from the jail 
last night In an attempt to get In com¬ 
munication with some of his family.

Birth—The enactment of a Federal 
statute forbidding the use of the mills 
to p«'n*m*. itsaocintions, co-partnership* 
or corporations conducting any kind of 
Insurance bitslness In the United Blntes 
who are iwt licensed to transact such 
business by the Statrs. where such per¬ 
sons, associrurtons. co-part nerehip or cor-

ws any such «>irpora4lons are created. 
Beventh—The enactment of n. Federal 
statute providing for the supervision of 
Intersuvtc transaction* in Insurance.

skin. 

Piracy upon the high seas Is the 
recognised profession of the Skuas, 
marine birds with h<x>ked beaks, and 
talons to their webbed feet These in* 
perilous animals lie In wait for sea¬ 
gull* which hive been out fishing, and 
chase thfiw unfortunate birds until 
they disgorge their booty, which is 
then snapped up before It can roach 
the water. 

If an obstinate gull refuses to do this 
It 1* often shaken by the tall till the 
desired end Is attained- 

Home of the moat confirmed robbers 
are found among insects. Various bees 
are examples of this, making raids 
upon the honey of their relatives. Even 
domesticated swarms sometime* be¬ 
come laxy and thievish, and persistent¬ 
ly rob their neighbors, much to the dis¬ 
gust of the bee-master. 

The stores of honey laid up by bees 
and wasps also prove too great a ternp- 
t itlon f >r some other Insect* to resist. 
The most Interesting of these forms are 
the so-called "cuckoo paraaltoa." which, 
guided by perverted parental love, lay 
♦ gas within the hive or nest. Here we 
find snugly quartered in consequence 
the grubs of oil-beetle*, which devour 
the honey, and the caterpillars of cer¬ 
tain moths, wh'ch gnaw the comb*. 

Food Is not the only object of thiev¬ 
ish attention, for, as Is well known, 
ravens. Jackdaw* and magpies purloin 
and hide nil s >rt* of glittering objects, 
and In this way have often led to 
groundless accusation* being brought 
against Innocent human beings.

KENTUCKY HORSE SHOW SO¬ 
CIETY DEFINES THE CLASS. 


LARGE ENTRY LIST INDICATED. 


There has a good deal of spec¬ 

ulation among the prospective exhibi¬ 
tors at tfio Horse Show as to what 
constitutes runabout horse. The first 
prize list of the Kentucky Horae Show 
6oct«t£ which | has Just been Issued 
for the great event to b# held In the 
Armory In October. gets forth very 
closely on page 16. Just what a run¬ 
about horse ought to be. 

The classification requires that horses 
should be 14.8 to 15.2 hands high, uni 
designates that they are to be Judged 
by their coufonnatlloq, style and finish, 
and should be a free and prompt driver, 
with oaay mouth, good manners and a 
reasonable amount of speed, straight 
and true action which should not be 
excessively high. Horses In these 
classes must be shown without arti¬ 
ficial appliance A runabout horse 
may have either a long or short tall. 

This class of horse la becoming 
more and more popular each year, not 
only In the show ring, but as a first - 
Class, up-to-date business horse. 

One of the moet attractive exhibitions 
at the Horse Show last year wa.s the 
runabout, classes. A horse capable of 
being shown to a runabout to meet 
the requirements of the critical Judge* 
must have go#d conformation, style and 
finish enough to be attractive, should 
not lug or pull and above all things 
their manners should be the best. As 
a horse that Is used for business pur¬ 
poses primarily Is practically worthless 
If It requires constant watching. A 
necessary adjunct, therefore to tho 
other essentials, (s a horse's ability to 
stand without being hitched Of 
course, a reasonable amount of speed 
and action Is required,* but these are 
secondary In consideration compared 
to the other essentials. The runabout 
hprse Is close kin to the n>ad horse. 
a» he Is known to-day by the public 
and particularly on account of their 
usefulness, are these horses attractive 
to the general public. The runabout 
Classes at the Horse Show last year 
were very well filled, and It la with a 
recollection of pleusure tlmt one thinks 
of 'such good horses as Mr Reginald 
Vanderbilt** Fancy and Folly. Mr 
Arthur G. I.ai.gluun's Baldwin. Clem- 
Cntlne, the bay mare, belonging to Mr 
Lawrence Jones. Buster Brown, that 
great, going, well-mannered brown 
gelding, belonging to Mr W. Newman 
Clarke, and Magna, the saddle bred 
bay mare by Cromwell. Jr., the proper¬ 
ty of Gen. John II. Castlernan. When 
these hows were exhibited they held 
the individual attention of the audience 
until after the awards hail been made, 
the ribbons tied 04id thp last horse had 
left the ring. There are special Induce, 
m^pts offered this year for horses to bo 
Shown to runabout In classes Noa 10. 
hors*- alone to be considered. 11. hor„e 
ana appointments to receive considera¬ 
tion, 44. runabout ihr amateurs with 
appointments, to be shown for the 
Commercial Club cup.

All 
Indications point to a Rirgc entry list 
In each of these classes, and the public 
will have the opportunity of wltnexRlng 
one of the finest exhibitions of this kind 
•ver seen anywhere. 

FIVE MORE COWS TO 

BE KILLED BY CITY. 


The system of ollotlng dates for 
State Fairs Is sure to prove of great 
advantage to the Kentucky Fair, as 
many exhibitors b^gln with the Ohio 
State Fair and make the odrcult. In 
many* instances then.* exhibitors show 
their cattle and hLvrses only at State 
Fairs. The circuit this year opens w ith 
the Ohio Fair at Columbus, and Is fol¬ 
lowed by the Indiana Fair at Indian¬ 
apolis. The Kentucky State Fair at 
Dullsville ls third, and then, a Tier oive 
w>eek. comes the Illinois Fair at 
Springfield. 

The prize list for the Kentucky State 
Fair compares favorably wUh thot of 
tin* other State Fairs mentioned, 
though It U the youngest of the quar¬ 
tet, and in addition to the exhibit¬ 
ors who follow the circuit, there will 
be a large number of Kentuckians to 
show at Louisville who do not make 
a practice of showing at other State 
Fairs. It Is pre&cted that many breed¬ 
ers of horses and cattle which have 
had easy victories In Ohl‘o and In¬ 
diana will meet with surprises when 
they show' at Louisville.

A big feature of the Fair will be 
the ckass for hlgh-galted saddlers. TIk* 
first premium, worth frequently as 
much as $60 and never leas than $30. 
and a large number at classes for this 
typically American saddle horse have 
been provided In addition to $1,200 
let aside for these classes, there will 
be a silver cup donated by W. J. Ho 
gan. president of the Kentucky Horse 
Show Society. A cup for the best Ally 
or cok mined at $100 has been do¬ 
nated by the American Saddle-Horse 
Breeders’ Association, the entries to 
this class to be registered wHh the 
association. There will also be 
combination class, the horses to be 
shown both under the saddle and In 
the harness. The prizes In this class 
will amount to $85. The horsej will 
be Judged equally from the perform¬ 
ance In harness and under the saddle. 
Another combination class, and one 
not commonly shown, will be a three- 
gal ted saddle horse, which will be 
shown also tn Ittrness. They will be 
Judged equally upon their saddle gaits, 
walk, trot and canter, and upon their 
performance as high steppers. 

The malls which will be used for the 
horses and cattle will be those regu¬ 
larly kept for the thoroughbreds who 
race art the track, and all an? dry* and 
kept cloin during the entire year. New 
pens will be built for the hogs and 
sheep The committee having this In 
charge will see that all pens are of 
extra large size and built In the moat 
modern manner. This Is an Item of 
great interest In the breeders of ahe?p 
and swine, as at many fairs they are 
handicapped by the small pen* pro¬ 
vided for their charges. Aisles will t»e 
s*> constructed us to give the crowd 
every opportunity for examining the 
livestock In the pens.

Policemen Will Be Tried For 
Disorderly Conduct. 


BELIEVED TO BE PLAJJ TO TEST 
THE LAW. 


CASES TO BE TRIED TO-DAY. 


| Warrants for thirteen policemen who 
Interfered with persons desiring to enter 
the Avenue Theater Sunday afternoon 
and night, were sworn out early yester¬ 
day morning by Scott Bullitt, attorney 
for Charles A. Shaw, manager of the 
playhouse. The officers are charged 
with disorderly conduct, and the war¬ 
rants were placed In the hands of Capt. 
James Hendricks for service. As his 
name heads the list, he arrested him¬ 
self first. The other policemen against 
whom warrants were Issued are Capt. 
Samuel Owens, Sergt. Doran, and 
Patrolmen Wchrle, Collins, Carter.! 
Dolan, Bigel, Blunkenbaker, Gay. j 
Kllnk. Devenny and Dundon. 

While the policemen are charged * 
with disorderly conduct. It la alleged 
that a number of them are guilty of 
assault In that they placed their hands 
on persons seeking to enter the theater 
and pushed them back. The cases will 
likely be colled In Police Court before 
Judge John McCann to-day. 

When seen yesterday afternoon, Mr. 
Bullitt refused to do much talking, but 
said he thought things would come his 
way when the cases against the police 
officers are called for trial, it Is likely 
there will be no dispute as to the evi¬ 
dence to be Introduced by either side, 
and the main reason for swearing out 
the warrants for the police officers Is 
to test the law. it Is believed, and ascer¬ 
tain whether they have a right to pre¬ 
vent a peaceable person from entering 
a theater on Sunday before the perfor¬ 
mance has started. 

James B. Smith, chairman of the 
Board of Public Safety, said yesterday 
afternoon that the police. In stopping 
the people at the doors of the theater, 
had acted on the advice of the City At¬ 
torney. When asked what he thought 
would be the outcome when the cases 
are called for trial. Mr. Smith replied 
that he did not believe the police had 
overstepped their authority. He was 
asked whether the same methods 
against theaters would be employed 
next Sunday as last Sunday, and re¬ 
plied that he could not answer so far 
ahead of time. ( 

It Is believed that If Judge McCann 
rules In favor of the policemen when 
the testimony In the cases has all boon 
submitted. Attorney Bullitt will take 
an appeal to a higher court. He Argues 
that the police had no right, whatever, 
to Interfere with the public who had 
purchased tickets, and sought admit¬ 
tance to the theater. Neither would he 
admit that the police have a right to 
arrest the manager of the theater or 
the performers during the progress of 
the show* or after. 

"I am making no admissions," he said, 
smiling and walking away. 

While Mr. Bullitt would make no ad¬ 
missions. It Is believed that no matter 
w hat the outcome of the cases against 
the policemen, another attempt will be 
made next Sunday by the Avenue 
Theater management to give perfor¬ 
mances.
